This makes 

Virginia the fifth state. Arkansas 

has four cities already integrated 

for 1958. Gov. Faubus has cu- 

riously confined his resistance to 
Little Rock. 

Virginia’s laws would permit a 
school district which so elected 
to go ahead with a desegregated 
school if it wished. But no state 
funds would be available. Par- 
ents in Front Royal urged such 
a decision but cooled off when 
they learned how much local 
taxes would need to be raised. 

In his capital city Gov. Fau- 
bus has unexpectedly moved up 
the date to vote which is pro- 
vided in one of the emergency 
laws adopted by the recent spe- 
cial session of the Legislature. He 
denied he did so because of the 
pressure from* parents to allow 
the school to reopen. The vote is 
practically guaranteed in ad- 
vance. 


Voting Method 


There is, therefore, no need for 
the governor to worry. Even if 
he lacked a majority the method 
of voting was so rigged by the 
Legislature as to make the vote 
sure. Those seeking to express 
a desire to open a school under 
local control must obtain a ma- 
jority of all the legal votes ... 
not a majority of the ballots 
cast. In no past election in Lit- 
tle Rock’s history, for example, 
has more than a third of the 
legal voters turned out to vote. 
So, the governor cannot, by any 
stretch of the imagination, be 
said to be risking defeat. 

The Department of Justice, 
which is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of enforcement of 
court orders, is reported calm 
and willing to allow public opin- 
ion to have time in which to 
work. The specter of no school 
at all is not a pleasant one. But 
the department is under no illu- 
sion. It knows that in the five states 
which present complete resist- 
ance, there will be no break on 
the part of the state governments 
and that a long, vexatious and 
perhaps bitter period may en- 
sue. Majority opinion in those 
states supports defiance. 


The Exception 


As a matter of fact, there is 
nothing the government can do 
to open a closed school. The one 
exception may be Little Rock. 
This case is a special one. In Lit- 
tle Rock it was the school board 
which took the case to the Su- 
preme Court. It was the board 
which was directed to open the 
school. The governor has closed 
it. But if an appeal is made by 
a parent or the school board to 
the Federal District Court an 
order to open the school almost 
certainly would be issued. But 
there would then be no compul- 
sion on the pupils or teachers. 

Gov. Faubus unquestionably did 
himself and the Christian church 
great harm by losing his temper 
and charging Presbyterian min- 
isters of Little Rock with having 
been brain-washed by Commu- 
nists, all because they oppose Gov. 
Faubus. If reckless, angry men 
persist in saying Christianity, 
which supports the rights of hu- 
man beings, is communism, they 
will then have given the Krem- 
lin its greatest victory. 

Nor should it be overlooked 
that already in the East legis- 
lation is being prepared for in- 
troduction in the next Congress 
which would, in several ways, 
implement the 14th amendment.

Communist China will lead a 
cease-fire in the Quemoy and Mat- 
su area, and that this would be 
followed by a peaceful settlement 
of “claims and counter-claims.” 


Soviet Foreign Minister Gromy- 
ko, who spoke in the General As- 
sembly Thursday afternoon, de- 
manded that the U.S. withdraw 
its forces, completely and “for 
all time,” from Formosa (Tai- 
wan) and the Formosa Strait.

REMINDED OF WARNING 


In this connection he reminded 
the assembly of the recent warn- 
ing to the U.S. by Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev that the Soviet Un- 
ion would help “beat off the ag- 
gressor.” 


Dulles gave no indication of 
terms that the U.S. would seek 
in the Warsaw negotiations. Au- 
thoritative sources ruled out Wed- 
nesday any possibility that the 
U.S. would favor a U.N. trustee- 
ship for Formosa or the offshore 
islands, but left open the possi- 
bility of demilitarization. 

Anticipating the argument of 
Gromyko, who likened the posi- 
tion of the opposite islands to 
that of Long Island, Dulles con- 
ceded that Quemoy and Matsu 
are near the mainland. He in- 
sisted, however, that “we can 
scarcely adopt the view that na- 
tions are entitled to seize terri- 
tory by force just because it is 
near at hand, 


RESERVES RIGHT 


Dulles added that the United 
States reserved the right to bring 
the dispute before the United Na- 
tions if it appeared the Warsaw 
talks were not going to succeed. 

The question whether the Peip- 
ing government should take over 
China’s seat in the United Nations 
produced an acrid exchange be- 
tween the two foreign ministers. 

Dulles contended that the be- 
havior of Red China in the cur- 
rent crisis demonstrated that it 
did not conform to the charter 
requirement that U.N. members 
must be “peace-loving” states. 

Gromyko denounced the pres- 
ence in the United Nations of the 
“masquerade figure of a Chiang 
Kai-shek clique,” while “China, 
with a population totaling about 
one-quarter of the world’s inhab- 
itants,”” was outside.

$90 Million in Arms 


Formosa

WASHINGTON—The United States has rushed 
some $90,000,000 worth of military supplies to Taiwan 
(Formosa) in the three weeks since the Quemoy crisis, 


it was learned Thursday. 
This is more than one and one- 


half times the amount of military 
aid for Taiwan that was in the 
program for all of the current 
fiscal year, ending next June 30. 

And before the next fiscal term 
is over, military aid for the Na- 
tionalist Chinese government — 
largely motor behicles, small 
ships and artillery—may reach 
well over $300,000,000, officials 
disclosed. 


EXCESS STOCKS 


This total would include large 
quantities of military equipment 
described here as “‘excess stocks” 
and not included in the regular 
military aid program. 

The extent of the U.S. buildup 
of the Nationalists’ military equip- 
ment—accompanied by the build- 
up of U.S. forces in the western 
Pacific—was disclosed Thursday 
along with these other develop- 
ments: 

1. Informed sources indicated 
that Nationalist China probably 
would go along with a “‘cease- 
fire’ in the Taiwan Straits, as 
proposed by Secretary of State 
Dulles, if it could be arranged 
without a public commitment. 

2. Despite broadcasts by Pel- 
ping radio, it is hoped here that 
the U.S. ambassadorial negotia- 
tions with Communist China in 
Warsaw can result in a “‘de facto” 
adoption of a similar attitude on 
the part of the Mao Tse-Tung 
government.

RICHMOND, Va. (AP)—Gov. J. 
Lindsay Almond Jr. Thursday or- 
dered state seizure and enforced 
closure of two Charlottesville 
schools, and federal court action 
in Norfolk paved the way for the 
shutdown of six others. 


Almond’s action came after a 
lengthy conference with Char- 
lottesville School Board attorney 
John S. Battle Jr. The two Char- 
lottesville schools had been or- 
dered to admit Negroes at the 
opening of classes Monday. 

The two schools—Lane High and 
Venable Elementary School, with 
a combined enrollment of 1,700 
pupils—will be the second and 
third schools to be shuttered by 
Virginia law, which closes a school 
rather than allow it to mix races 
in the classrooms. 


SIMILAR NOTICE 


Almond’s notice to the Char- 
lottesville School Board was simi- 
lar to the one he handed the War- 
ren County board iast Friday 
night when he seized the integra- 
tion-orderec 1,000-pupil white high 
school at Front Royal. 

Earlier Thursday, the governor 
said he had no idea how long the 
Warren County High School would 
remain closed. This apparently ap- 
plies also to Charlottesville. 


Battle told reporters later this 
“leaves it, up to the state authori- 
ties now. We have fought this 
thing just as hard as we can.”

AEC CONTRACT 


It was carried out by Miriam 
P. Finkel at the Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory, operated in 
Lemont, Ill., by the University 
of Chicago, under contract to the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The effects of fallout have be- 
come a subject of controversy 
in the scientific world because of 
the question of whether or not 
tests of nuclear weapons should 
be halted. The dispute, as rec- 
ognized in the U.N. report, has 
been clouded by the uncertainty 
as to radiation effect. 


Strontium 90 is one of the most 
feared components of fallout, 
since it is deposited in the bone. 
There it remains through the 
rest of an individual's life, ex- 
posing him to constant radiation 
which, in terms of present fallout 
levels. is extremely slight. 

At the Argonne laboratory vary- 
ing Jevels of this substance were 
injeeted into 810 mice. The results, 
in terms of tumors and shortened 
life, were plotted on a graph to 
see if it suggested damage by 
even the slightest doses. 


OTHER STUDIES 


According to Miss Finkel, the 
resulting graphs suggested no 
such damage. On the contrary,

Dulles Is Right; 


Situation Is Grave 


Secretary Dulles yesterday spoke to 
the United Nations. Happily, he remained 
firmly away from any brink or precipice. 
The situation, he said, was grave, even 
ominous. He wanted peace. 

So casual was the secretary that he 
announced a revolutionary decision by 
this country. If the Warsaw talks look- 
ing toward a cease-fire in the Formosa 
Straits fail of results, the United States 
wants the issue brought before the U.N. 
Heretofore we have been a little shy of 
such a position. Mr. Dulles also pleaded 
for a U.N. police force, also a new official 
position. 

This may have been a calculated move 
by Mr. Dulles. He apparently believes 
that Russia is disturbed by the aggressive 
moves of the Red Chinese and somehow 
wishes them to be curtailed. There is 
no evidence for this save that it may exist 
in some private intelligence report avail- 
able to Mr. Dulles. 

But the best thought is that Mr. 
Dulles and the administration have noted 
the fact that Chiang Kai-shek seems to 
be in command of the Formosan Straits 
operation and not the United States. 


Chiang has moved a third of his 
troops to the islands. We must see they 
are not pushed off because to lose them 
would enhance the Communist position 
in Asia. Chiang’s men and Chiang him- 
self are reported determined to attack 
the Communist gun positions on the 
mainland. If they do, we will have to 
bail them out. We have announced we 
will fight back if our airdrop to Quemoy 
is attacked. 

The situation is grave, and even as 
Mr. Dulles said, ominous. 

It is the more so because we are in a 
somewhat ridiculous position. The Com- 
munists reportedly will agree to a cease- 
fire if the Nationalist troops are pulled 
off Quemoy. But Chiang will have none 
of that. So we can’t bargain. We've got 
to ask for a cease-fire without giving 
anything in return. They have been firing 
at each other for almost nine years. 

There is nothing to do but support 
the President in his firm intent not to 
appease. Appeasement is a long lane 
with no turns. But we can wish for a 
more realistic arrangement with Chiang. 
It is not good to have him able to direct 
what we will have to do. Chiang will do 
all he can to provoke war. For him it 
is the only out. If Mr. Dulles means what 
he says, we hope he can control Chiang.

Civil Defense Defeatism 
Could Be Most Costly 


The report from the American Mu- 


nicipal Assn. saying Atlanta is very poor- 
ly prepared for civil defense is disturbing 
but not surprising. And a great deal of 
the blame can be traced to official apathy 
aided and abetted by public bewilder- 
ment. 


This official apathy is based on a re- 
fusal to face facts. Enormity of the prob- 
blem has resulted in a strange sort of 
defeatism which seems to accept as fact 
that nothing can be done. Local govern- 
ment officials view the problem as one 
for the federal government. They ap- 
parently assume that an attack on Atlanta 
will result in the city’s destruction and 
that any civil defense effort is useless. 


This conclusion, of course, amounts to 
charging off in advance the lives of all 
the people in the metropolitan area. It 
accepts the thesis of total destruction and 
that only a few lucky ones could escape 
on their own resources as best they could. 
It dismisses the thought that with plan- 
ning, organization and education, many 
lives might be saved. 


As vulnerable as are American cities 
—as Mr. Khrushchev has pointed out so 
many times recently—the only mainstay 
for saving the population still is evacua- 
tion. In case of atomic attack, the nation’s 
survival depends upon saving as much 
of that population as possible. People in 
the crowded cities, provided enough 
warning is given, must evacuate to sur- 
rounding rural areas and towns. 

It is very surprising, therefore, to 
have Mayor Hartsfield describe it as a 
“city problem.” It is equally surprising to 
see him dismissing efforts at planning 
and coordination as “a complete and ab- 
ject failure and a waste of both time and 
money.” If that be true, whose fault is it? 

Civil defense planning has made great 
headway in the past several years. Ex- 
perts have prepared, under supervision of 
Washington and with the best advice 
available, a survival plan for Georgia— 
of which Atlanta forms an important 
part. More federal funds are available for 
target areas—Atlanta’s target area hav- 
ing been designated by the Federal Civil 
Defense Administration as critical—on a 
matching basis. The entire effort is nec- 
essarily under state control. 

Recently four counties in the metro- 
politan area have begun an attempt to 
work out an area defense plan. It is cor-

rect and proper that they should. They 
should have also at least a semblance of 
support and cooperation from governing 
authorities—city and county. 

We cannot believe that citizens of the 
metropolitan area are willing to be writ- 
ten off in advance with no effort made 
at least to prepare them to save them- 
selves. And regardless of who provides 
the finances, the major problems of civil 
defense are local.

We Must Act on Facts 
And Not on Guesswork 


The Atlanta Constitution has printed 
the contentions of both sides in last Sat- 
urday’s incident in a northwest residen- 
tial area—the police version and a con< 
tradictory version compiled by the Negro 
Citizens Committee. 

This newspaper has not declared one 
version is right and the other wrong be- 
cause investigations have developed as 
yet no conclusive proof and a case in- 
volving a fatal shooting is no place for 
guesswork. Secondly, legal proceedings 
are pending on the incident in the courts. 

The Constitution will cover these pro- 
ceedings. We will continue to investigate. 
We will continue to stand up for justice 
for any man, of any race, wherever there 
is proof of injustice. 

But this newspaper will not be so ir- 
responsible as to treat news in a sensa- 
tional or inflammatory manner when that 
treatment might incite racial tension in 
this city or state. Rather we subscribe 
wholeheartedly to Tuesday’s statement 
by the Negro Citizens Committee when 
it called for calmness and said, “In every 
incident such as this, the committee 
understands that there are irresponsible 
people who take advantage of such sit- 
uations and who want to cause disturb- 
ances.”

Democrats Facing” 
Breakup of Party? 


WASHINGTON — The Democratic Party's 
ablest minds are occupied only on the surface 
now with the congressional campaign—which the 
Democrats believe at this point they have as good as won. These 


minds are mainly turned instead toward a less obvious but an in 
comparably more important matter; the racial crisis, which raises 
the greatest long-term danger to the party since the War Between 


the States. 

The basic cause of dissolution 
then was the inability of the mod- 
erates in either party to prevent 
the extremists from violently ex- 
ploiting the issue of slavery. 

The Whigs broke apart in 1856. 
The Northern Whigs went over 
largely to the Republican Party, 
which for the first time became 
a truly national power thereby. 
The Southern Whigs went over 
principally to the Democratic 
Party. But that party in turn was 
cut right down the middle on the 
same issue in 1860. One of the 
results was the election to the 
presidency of Abraham Lincoln. 


Thus the present Democratic 
problem is very similar to that 
of a hundred years ago—this time 
to accommodate the school inte- 
gration issue as between North- 
ern liberals and Southern re- 
sisters. A further complicating 
factor, moreover, is clearly pres- 
ent now. This is the probability 
that November will bring heavy 
Democratic victories in both Sen- 
ate and House from the North 
and West. Such victories would 
enlarge the influence—and de- 
mands of the all-out integrationists. 


The all-Texas Democratic con- 
gressional leadership caused the 
last Congress to break material- 
ly, if not quite mortally, with the 
old South and to pass the first 
major civil rights bill in eight 
decades, 

They did so, indeed, only by

Psalm 63 has this subheading in the author- 
ized version: “‘A Psalm of David, when he was 
in the wilderness of Judah.” Details concern- ‘

There is the gravest doubt that 
such a compromise will be pos- 
sible in the new Congress. 


The new Congress could so rub 
up and inflame the civil rights 
issue as to make the Democratic 
National Convention of 1960 hard- 
ly less destructive than that of 
1860. Of this the Republicans are 
fully aware. Already they are 
maneuvering to drive every pos- 
sible civil rights wedge into their 
Democratic opposition. 


What are the Democratic lead- 
ers to do about this? Here are 
some of the tentative answers 
worked out by powerful Demo- 
crats: 

They will be compelled next 
year to give more ground on civil 
rights; they can only hope not to 
have to give up so much as to 
repeat the intra-Democratic civil 
war of 1860. 

They will be compelled—and in- 
deed they will not at all. mind 
this—to take up a much more 
critical attitude toward President 
Eisenhower. 

But it well may be that, apart 
from civil rights, the great run- 
ning issue will be foreign policy 
and peace or war. On this issue 
the Democratic leaders cannot 
adopt a merely partisan line 
against the President, 1960 or no 
1960. And this they will not do.

CINCINNATI—Postmaster General Arthur Sum- 
merfield said here Thursday night that he wants work- 


ing postmasters. 

“You postmasters are going to 
get your real job done—that of 
moving the mails more expedi- 
tiously—not in your office behind 
a desk, but out on the floor at 
odd hours in the day or night, 
where things are happening and 
where mail is moving,” he said. 

Summerfield spoke at a dinner 
before some 2,500 postmasters at 
the closing day’s session of the 
five-day convention of the Nation- 
al Association of Postmasters of 
the United States. 


**You must make sure that these 
operations for which you are re- 
sponsible are being performed 
quickly and efficiently,”’ he said. 

“‘Wherever mail is not being de- 
livered overnight, it is your re- 
sponsibility to correct the fault 
that must be the source of the 
trouble and delay. 

“Postmasters, check the post- 
mark with the clock. Make certain 
that primary separation is com- 


pleted within 15 minutes. Make 
certain that secondary distribution 
is completed in the next 45 min- 
utes. 

“Then, make doubly certain that 
the mail reaches the first avail- 
able plane, train or other method 
of dispatch. 

“These time limits have been 
disregarded too often in too many 
places. They should not be dis- 
regarded in the future. 

“Providing next-day mail serv- 
ice anywhere in America is our 
No. 1 objective. It is our only 
reason for existence.” 

Summerfield also told his post- 
masters not to “‘duck decisions” 
and he urged upon them increased 
care in selection of their staffs.

In Juvenile Court the alco- 
holic parents whose conduct 
contributes to the delinquency 
of their children are charged 
with contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor. Sometimes 
the scare is enough to start 
them on the road to seeking so- 
briety. Sometimes it is not. 
INTO OUR HANDS 

One, a i4-year-old boy, took 
matters into his own hands and 
reported his parents to the ju- 
venile authorities. Both had 
been drunk for a week, an in- 
vestigation of the well-to-do 
family disclosed. This shock, 
this desperate act of their own 
son, brought both mother and 
father to Alcoholics Anonymous. 

An alcoholic woman arrested 
for drunken driving voluntarily 
deciared herself an unfit moth- 
er. Frightened that she might 


place her child in a foster home 
until she could present proof 
that she was again a respon- 
sible mother. These are what 
individuals do. 

What do our churches do? 
Some ministers do not do enough 
to guide the alcoholic with a 
problem, some critics say. Cer- 
tain ministers are weak in tol- 
erance, understanding, and the 
ability to help. 

KEENLY INTERESTED 

But as a whole the churches 
of all faiths are keenly inter- 
ested in the problem of the al- 
coholic in their congregations. 
Dr. Harrison McMains, execu- 
tive secretary of the Christian 
Council of Atlanta, points out 
that although there is no con- 
certed program at the present 
time, individual ministers have 
devoted much time to it. 
Churches have given support to 
alccholic rehabilitation centers 
in the area. 

At Emory University the 
Georgia Temperance League 
held a seminar on the problems 
of alcoholism for theology stu- 
dents and ministers in the area.

to ministers and laymen who 
have rapport with the alco 
holic. 

What do our schools do to 
prevent a generation of even 
more desperate alcoholism? 

The classroom program and 
the guidance of extra-curricu- 
lar ones are parallel. In hygiene 
classes youngsters learn the 
effects of alcohol in the blood 
stream. 


WORKS SUBTLY 

In the meantime the sensitive 
teacher works subtly to bring 
out the child with an alcoholic 
family background. Because he 
is likely to devalue himself, 
or become shy, or perhaps be- 
come overaggressive to cover 
up, the guidance program at- 
tempts to provide exciting, suc- 
cessful, school experience with- 
out making him feel different. 

Social workers, teachers, doc- 
tors, ministers and judges agree 
that the answer to alcoholism 
lies in education and rehabilita- 
tion. 

The state adopted a successful 
rehabilitation program which, 
through voluntary admissions 
and therapy, has been able to 
arrest a high percentage of its 
cases. At state centers in At- 
lanta and Savannah over 3,000 
cases have: been treated. 
ENFORCE ABSTINENCE 

Enforcing abstinence or mod- 
eration won't work. Restricting 
anything enhances its appeal to 
some. Such is human nature as 
the prohibition era demon- 
strates. 

“We go to too many cocktail 
parties. We drink too much in 
our homes,’’ declared one judge.

Although supplies of fresh 
fruits and vegetables are get- 
ting a bit scarcer as fall ap- 
proaches, there are still enough 
in season to provide almost any 
shopper with several for the 
family, and at bargain levels. 
Be sure to enjoy these fresh 
products. now before the frosts 
knock them out until next year.

A new soil composition, it 
comes in such attractive decora- 
tor colors as red, green, yellow, 
pink, blue and white. It is used 
in glass containers to add a new 
hue to house planters, and at 
the same time it is a plant food 
and has a souring preventative 
impregnated into it. 

It is very easy to use and 
may be applied to cuttings as 
rooting plants, African violets 
as any house plant. 

The container should be filled 
one half to three quarters full 
of the product. Dirt must be 
washed from all plants which 
are to be used. The plant is 
then placed and held upright in 
the material. The container is 
then filled to the top and pressed 
firmly around the plant. Gently 
pour water into the container 
until water covers the roots. 
Maintain water level with roots. 

Bulbs are placed in the upper 

portion of the container which 
has been filled with the mate- 
rial. The bulbs are partially 
covered and then the container 
is filled with water. Let stand 
for 15 minutes and then care- 
fully pour off excess water at 
the base of the bulb. 

Cuttings may be placed in the 
wet material and roots should 
appear in a short time. They 
may be transplanted then.

Modern Man, reared in the twentieth century scientifie 
world, finds himself in basic conflict at point after point 
when he tries to square Bible-centered religion with the 
rest of his knowledge, One layman in describing this con- 
flict said, “Six days a week we live in an ordered world. On 
the seventh we-open the church door on a land of topsy- 
turvy, where axes float, dry sticks change to serpents, cities 
are let down out of the sky, angels stir the waters of wells 
and bedevilled swine run violently into the sea. We say 
prayers for rain an hour after we have consulted a govern- 
ment bulletin to see whether we need an umbrella before 
we get home.” . 

This conflict between what our intelligence, knowledge, and 
experience tells us is true and what Bible-centered religion 
insists we believe is a growing problem involving increasing 
numbers of people. The Liberal Church is concerned with 
the sincere honest person who finds himself in conflict with 
most of organized religion and who is seriously concerned 
to understand himself in relation to the Bible and the 
church. This person of whom we speak is the product of our 
modern scientific world, which has produced in him atti- 
tudes and qualities which make him seriously doubt the 
claims of Bible-centered religion. All of the influences upon 
him—medicine, science, industry—have contributed to what 
he is, and he brings to bear upon his examination of the 
Bible the critical analytical quality of our age, He has grave 
doubts about the land of “topsy-turvy” seen through the 
church door. The Bible appears to him to be an ancient 
book, difficult to read, to believe, to understand, and to 
follow in the modern world. In a word, it is an Old Book 
in a New World. 

We have said that the Bible was an old book in a new world. 
Let us look at the new world in relation to the old book. 
The new world is becoming newer faster than in any pre- 
vious period of history. Modern man reads about Sputniks 
in his daily newspaper; in his Bible he reads that the Sun 
and Moon are commanded to be still. He studies causality; 
in his Bible he reads. that light was created three days be- 
fore the Sun. He is taught to have confidence in medicine; 
in his Bible he finds epilepsy, blindness and leprosy as- 
cribed to the devil. Think of what all these contradictions 
do to modern man’s belief about the Bible. 

In our new world the idea of Evolution has been projected 
out into all the areas of human growth, history and cul- 
ture and is now being pushed into the universe itself. This 
modern idea of evolution is basic to the American concept 
of Progress and is much more important in determining our 
behavior today than is the Bible. This is true even for those 
people who support Bible-centered religion. They are more 
influenced by the idea of Evolution, which they deny, than 
they are by the Bible, which they worship. 

In our new world ethical standards have been raised above 
the level of the Bible. Today, polygamy, chattel slavery, 
women as inferior creatures, imperialistic government and 
war are recognized as evils to be overcome. Yet all of these 
institutions—polygamy, slavery, war, etc.—can be and have 
been justified by the Bible. Today. modern man lives on @ 
much higher level of human relationship than was even 
dreamed possible by the ancients. Then, of course, the ma- 
chine has remade our lives and given us a whole new set of 
problems which even our grandfathers would find strange. 
To these new problems of political, economic and industrial 
relationship, the approach of the Bible, based on a simple, 
primitive, agrarian economy, falls short, 

Now, what about the Bible itself, what has been happening 
to it? When the Bible was established in the Fourth Century 
as The Canon it was declared by the church to be the repos- 
itory of all truth—the eternal, absolute. revealed word of 
God—and therefore, changeless. When the world changed 
and became different from the Bible, then the church judged 
the world to be wrong. When science and knowledge and 
medicine contradicted the Bible they were judged to be 
wrong. From the beginning of Christianity the Bible has 
been the cornerstone of Christian Faith and this is declared 
now as then in the creeds. The creeds are based on the

changelessness of the Bible as the unalterable revealed word 
of God. The logic of the situation has demanded the defense 
of the Bible in toto. In the face of man’s growing knowledge 
of the universe, of nature and of himself, the church has 
worshiped, protected and defended the Bible as an IDOL. 
In general there are two extreme positions with regard to 
the Bible. There are those who have lived in this world, who 
have partaken of its scientific spirit, and who reject the Bible 
entirely. They are almost psychopathic about it. They've rid 
themselves of the Bible as infantile superstition, At the other 
extreme are those who embrace the Bible entirely and com- 
pletely, They are the ones who worship and defend it as an 
IDOL. To them, even to critically examine the Bible is blas- 
phemy. Both of these extreme positions are bad for the indi- 
viduals who hold them and wrong in terms of the Bible as 
a potentially useful tool today. 

We have said that the Bible is an old book in a new world. 
Do we mean that the Bible has nothing to say to us today— 
that the gulf which exists between where we are and what 
the Bible says is too great to be bridged? If I’ve felt that 
impression I want to correct it right now. I go along with 
neither extreme. I do not accept the Bible entirely nor do 
I reject it completely. 

One of the great needs of people today is for a strong.re- 
ligion capable of withstanding the conflicts and tensions of 
our world. The Bible, correctly understood and used, is part 
of the resource material for the construction of the religious 
foundation of our lives. It should never be neglected just as 
no other valid resource should be discarded. Every new 
discovery,in archaeology and every advance in knowledge 
binds the Bible more closely to the soil out of which it 
sprang. Comparative religion has made its contribution. We 
have learned that animal sacrifice, offering of first fruits, 
clean and. unclean foods, shrines on high places, sacred 
trees and all manner of miracles are familiar elements of 
religious life all over the world. The new scholarship 
teaches us that our religious tradition is not as unique as 
we thought; that it has much in common with the other 
great religions, and that our Bible has much in common 
with the other great holy books of the world. 

The Liberal Church tries to approach the Bible with Reason 
and Understanding, To us it is never a question of the 
wholesale acceptance of the Bible nor the outright rejec- 
tion of it. We have abandoned false notions of the Bible 
as absolute and changeless. We have kept the idea of the 
Bible as a collection of ancient books revealing to us the 
epic story of the evolution of a religious idea. We have 
abandoned the idea of The Bible as an IDOL to be wor- 
shiped. We have kept the Bible as a record of some of the 
abiding experiences of man as he has confronted some of 
the universal problems of life. As mature intelligent people 
living in the modern world we try to distinguish between 
abiding experience and temporary expression. We no longer 
put on sack cloth and ashes, but the misery and grief which 
Was expressed by sack cloth and ashes are just as real 
today as they were in the times of the ancient Hebrews. We 
no longer live in tent cities under patriarchal rule; we live 
in modern cities in apartments and houses, but we can 
understand the abiding experience of two human beings in 
the story of Rebekah and Isaac: “And Isaac brought her 
into his mother Sarah’s tent, and took Rebekah, and she 
became his wife and he loved her.” 

Let us leave the contradictions, the incongruities and the 
doubts behind. What difference does it make to us that in 
the story of creation the light was created before the Sun 
and the Moon, What difference does it make to us that 
there are two stories of the creation of man and woman— 
one of which makes man and woman equal and the other 
makes of woman an inferior secondary creation? 

The real strength of the Bible, now as always, is its deep 
and profound appeal to the abiding realm of man’s basic 
experience. It is in this realm that the Bible may be re- 
turned to its original function of helping man build an 
intelligent religious faith capable of meeting the demands 
of our times.

Governor-nominate Vandiver’s forces are moving

ee governor's office 
William Bates in Georgia is one 
of the most powerful in the na- 
tion. 

At the request of the incoming 
governor, the date for this year’s 
state convention has been post- 
poned by the outgoing Democratic 
Executive Committee until Oct. 
14. The delay from the previously 
set Sept. 30 date is to give more 
time to prepare for the conven- 
tion that will be held as usual at 
Macon. 


Major party posts, however, 
have already been decided by 
the new governor and his friends. 
There will be some new faces as 
well as some holdovers. 

Atlanta Attorney John Sammons 
Bell, present party chairman, is 
expected to be reelected at the 
Macon convention. Although Bell 
was tapped as party chairman 
by Griffin in 1954, he subsequent- 
ly broke with the governor early 
in his administration and was a 
leading Vandiver supporter in the 
gubernatorial primary. 

But a change is in the making 
for the post of party treasurer. 


Ivey Dugan, president of the 
Trust Company of Georgia Asso- 
ciates, is expected to take over 
the treasurer’s job from Freeman 
Strickland, senior vice president 
of the First National Bank of At- 
lanta. Dugan supported Vandiver 
in the campaign while Strickland, 


a strong Griffin partisan, took no 
active part. 

There is some question over 
the office of party secretary. 
George D. Stewart, who has held 
the post for the past seven years 
and who is a Vandiver stalwart, 
is not anxious to continue for an- 
other four years because of the 
press of his law practice; he may 
ask to be replaced. If Stewart 
does step down, he likely will be 
succeeded by Eric Holmes, who 
has served as a reading clerk of 
the Senate under Stewart as sec- 
retary of that body. If Stewart 
continues as party secretary, 
Holmes probably will be named 
his assistant. 


Keynoter for this year’s conven- 
tion is expected to be James H. 
Gray, publisher of The Albany 
Herald. Gray supported Vandiver 
editorially in his newspaper and 
made speeches in his behalf. 

The other two major party 
posts — national committeeman 
and committeewoman, will not 
come up until the 1960 national 
convention. Denmark Groover of 
Macon and Mrs. T. K. Kendrick 
are the present members of the 
National Committee from Geor- 
gia. 

A new state Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee will also be named 
next month. Half of the 120 state 
committeemen will be elected by 
the convention and half will be 
appointed by the party chairman. 
As a practical matter, all will be 
chosen with Vandiver’s approval. 


Delegates to next month’s con- 
vention will be selected from the 
counties from among supporters 
of the successful gubernatorial 
candidate in each. Customarily, 
losing delegates to the convention 
waive their right to send minori- 
ty delegates to the convention 
and let the winning candidate 
name the delegation from counties 
he lost. So far, State Rep. Wil-

Not Being 
Overdone 


QUESTION: Our church is 
always asking for money for 
missions and other causes. We 
get the impres- 
sion they are ji 
more interested 
in money than ij 
in the needs of 
our own com-iaee 
munity. Should gaia ss: 
a church over- = 
stress money? 

—H.H. 

ANSWER: 
It might interest 
you to know that 
mission giving, i 
per capita, amounts to only one 
per cent for the church people of 
America. I hardly think we are 
overdoing foreign missions. We 
need a hundred thousand mission- 
aries in the spiritual and technical 
fields. Dr. Frank Laubauch, an 
authority in this field, says “We 
have but one short year to fight 
communism.” He says if we don’t 
awaken to our responsibility in 
helping starving, backward people 
to help themselves, we shall be 
600 millions facing two billion 
of the enemy, and we cannot pos- 
sibly survive. 

Of course, missionary work is 
more than economical in its im- 
pact. Millions who have never 
heard the name of Jesus deserve 
to own the joy and peace that 
comes in knowing Him and His 
power to forgive sins. 

If your church is overempha- 
sizing finances, it is probably be- 
cause its constituents Rave failed 
to give God His share. I have 
never heard a person who is giv- 
ing God what belongs to Him 
complain about the demands for 
money.

Price changes in the top Elec- 
tra series are not so clear cut, 
since many models are not strict- 
ly comparable with the old Supers 
and Roadmasters. 

But the Electra price range, 
from $3,460 to $3,895 for six dif- 
ferent models, is definitely nar- 
rower than last year’s range of 
$3,208 to $4,386 for the same num- 
ber of models in three series— 
Super, Roadmaster and Limited. 


So while the lowest price in 
this range is $252 higher than in 
1958, the highest is $491 lower. 


As in all discussions of factory 
list prices, incidentally, the fore- 
going figures do not include fed- 
eral, state and local taxes, freight 
charges, dealer delivery and han- 
dling charges, or optional equip- 
ment. 

The 1959 prices also include 
some items that were extra cost 
options on some of last year’s 
models—aluminum brake drums, 
more durable paint and electric 
windshield wipers.

Uncertain, NICB Says 


NEW YORK (# — Long-term 
forecasts point to continued 
growth for U.S. business but 
the immediate outlook remains 
uncertain, a nationally known 
economist said Thursday. 


Martin R. Gainsbrugh, chief 
economist of the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board, told the 
NICB’s sixth annual marketing 
conference: 

“It is clear with each passing 
month that the business recov- 
ery is under way... . Further- 
more, we are reasonably sure 
about the longer run in terms 
of growth. . . . What still re- 
mains uncertain is the inter- 
mediate period, say the next 
year.” 

Gainsbrugh said a recent NICB 
survey of capital appropriations 
by business firms does not as 
yet suggest that a capital goods 
upturn is in the immediate 
offing.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — An 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
examiner said Thursday that rail- 
road passenger service will dis- 
appear by 1970 if rail travel con- 
tinues to drop as it has in the past 
10 years. 

Examiner Howard Hosmer made 
the prediction on the basis of a 
year-long investigation of the def- 
icit suffered by railroads on pas- 
senger service.

the Jordanian government. 


Biblical scholars will have ac- 
cess to the document, to be known 
as “The All Souls Deuteronomy.” 

The chain of events leading to 
acquisition of the scroll by the 
church began last spring with a 


Harvard University professor's 
lecture at All Souls. 


The lecturer, Dr. Frank M. 


Cross Jr., noted that the Dead Sea 
scrolls, discovered in 1947 by Be- 
douin herdsmen near the west 


coast of the Dead Sea, predated 
by 1,000 years all other Hebrew 
codices. He mentioned that some 
fragments were available for pur- 
chase. 

A church member, who prefers 
to remain anonymous, contributed 
several thousand dollars to the 
church for purchase of the frag- 
ments. The deal was consum- 
mated last summer.

ALBANY, N.Y. ‘UPI)— Gov. 
Averell Harriman Thursday pro- 
posed Harry S. Truman for the 
1960 Democratic presidential nom- 
ination. 

Truman has repeatedly said he 
would not be a candidate. 

The New York governor, him- 
self considered a possible candi- 
date, said the former President 
would make an “outstanding par- 
ty standard bearer.” 

The former President, who 
backed Harriman for the nomina- 
tion against Adlai Stevenson in 
1956, will be 76 two years from 
now. The governor said the con- 
stitutional two-term limit did not 
apply to Truman because he had 
served out the remaining term of 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
He was elected for a full four- 
year term in 1948. 

Truman and Harriman were 
among the speakers at a Demo- 
cratic dinner. 

Truman was given a standing 
ovation when Harriman described 
him as “‘the man to get us back 
on the rails’’ and added: 

“I therefore nominate for the 
President of the United States 
Harry S. Truman.”’ 

When the cheering stopped Tru- 
man rose to his feet and with a 
broad smile said: 

“IT guess I'll have to say no to 
that nomination.” 

Truman charged the Republican 

administration with a “special 
privilege crusade’’ which redis- 
distributed national income in the 
wrong direction.

English Ancestry Dish 
Is Fruit Trifle Dessert 


Custard desserts may vary 
from plain to fancy. However 
you choose to serve them, cus- 
tards are always popular. You 
can also rest assured that your 
dessert is a nutritious addition 
to the meal. 

One favorite custard dessert 
is trifle, an old-fashioned dish 
with an English ancestry. There 
are many variations of this des- 
sert. Some use day-old sponge 
or pound cake with plain stirred 
custard; others call for ladyfin- 
gers or cake soaked in fruit 
juice or wine. This recipe for 
party style fruit trifle has jelly- 
filled ladyfingers lining the bot- 
tem and sides of the serving 
dish. Custard and fresh berries 
fill the center. For a decorative 
touch midget meringue peaks 
may be placed on top. 


FRUIT TRIFLE 

\% cup sugar \% thisp. salt 

1 tsp. vanilla 2 cups milk 

1 tbhisp. cornstarch 

2 egg yolks, slightly beaten 

4 tsp. grated lemon rind 

16 double ladyfingers or finger- 
size slices of day-old sponge 
or pound cake 
cup fruit jelly or preserves 
cup draincd fruit (sweetened 
fresh berries, peaches, pine- 
apple; orange sections; can- 
ned or defrosted frozen)

Remove 
from heat at once; cool and 
add vanilla and lemon rind. 
Chill. Open ladyfingers; spread 
centers with jelly or preserves 
and put together sandwich-style. 
Arrange ladyfingers over bot- 
tom and sides of large glass 
compote or serving dish. Spread 
half of fruit over bottom, cover 
with half of chilled custard 
sauce. Top with remaining lady- 
fingers, fruit and custard sauce. 
Top with midget meringues, if 
desired. Makes 8-10 servings. 
Midget Meringues: Beat 2 egg 
whites until foamy. Gradually 
beat in % cup sugar beating 
untli stiff. Drop by spoonfuls 
onto brown paper, forming ‘nto 
small peaks. Bake in a slow 
oven, 300 degrees, for about 30 
minutes; cool on paper. Remove 
from paper and place on top 
of trifle. Extra meringues may 
be stored in a tightly covered 
container for later use.

?| Make Fish 


Delicious 


The French have an utterly 
delicious way of poathing fish 
fillets, and serving them with 
various sauces, that might well 
be more widely used in this 
country. 

In France, the fillets cooked 

in this manner are often sole, 
and the poached fish and its 
sauce is enjoyed sometimes as 
a first course at dinner. We 
have many varieties of fillets 
that may be used this way, and 
the dish that results will make 
a fine main course for lunch 
oF supper. 
When Louis Diat, famous chef 
of the old New York Ritz Hotel, 
was alive, he would. occasion- 
ally prepare fish fillets with 
Sauce Duglere —a_ delightful 
combination of tomatoes, onion 
(or shallot), cream and other 
seasonings. This sauce, accord- 
ing to an English authority, 
was created by M. Duglere, chef 
at the Cafe Anglais in Paris in 
pre-World War days. 

The following recipe is an 
American-style dish inspired by 
the classic Sole Duglere. It is 
quickly and easily cooked, looks 
most attractive, and is usually 
received enthusiastically. 

FISH AND TOMATOES 
CHRISTINE 

Four firm-fleshed skinless fish 
fillets (about 1% pounds), salt, 
white pepper, 4 medium-sized 
tomatoes, 4 teaspoons flour, 4 
tablespoons butter or margarine, 
3 small onions (peeled and thin- 
ly sliced), % cup water, % 
teaspoon lemon juice, “% cup 
heavy cream, 8% tablespoons 
minced parsley. 

Sprinkle fillets lightly with 
salt and pepper; roll each one. 
Remove skin from tomatoes 
and cut a thin slice off each 
end: mix 3 teaspoons of the 
flour with a dash of salt and 
pepper; dip ends of tomatoes 
into seasoned flour. Melt 2 
tablespoons of the butter in a 10- 
inch skillet; add onions; cook 
until softened but not brown, 
separating into rings; remove 
onions frori skillet. Add another 
tablespoon of butter to pan. Add 
tomatoes; cook until they are 
softened, turning, but still hold 
their shape. Remove tomatoes; 
keep warm in a slow oven or 
on rangetop. Add water, lemon 
juice and fish to skillet; bring 
just to a boil. Cover and sim- 
mer 8 to 10 minutes or until 
fish flakes easily when tested 
with a fork and has lost its 
transparent look. With slotted 
pancake turner, lift fish rolls 
and keep warm. Blend remain- 
ing 1 teaspoon flour; add to 
skillet with cream and onion 
rings; cook and stir constantly 
until..sauce thickens slightly. 
Spoon sauce over drained fish 
and around tomatoes; sprinkle 
with parsley.

Teddy Nadler is not the only contestant left high 
and dry by the cancellation of $64,000 Challenge— 
Atlanta’s own Lila Stenz had her bags packed for a 
return appearance on the show when she got “the 


word.” 

Lila told me yesterday she 
had been invited to come to 
New York and be a standby 
contestant on 
the show which 
was scheduled 
last Sunday. 
But, she said, 
she got a call 
from Steve 
Carline, execu- 
tive producer 
of the show, 
and he told her 
the Sunday 
show had been 
dropped to 
make way for a special CBS- 
TV news presentation. ‘(He 
didn’t know at the time the 
whole series was being scut- 
tled.) 

“I had my bags packed and 
I was taking a bath, getting 
ready to go to the airport and 
catch the plane to New York 
when the phone rang,” said 
Lila. “I ran out, dripping wet 
and answered the phone and 
Mr. Carline told me to wait and 
come up for the Sept. 25 show.” 

Mrs. Stenz said the first she 
knew that the show had been 
canceled was what she read in 
The Constitution Tuesday morn- 
ing. She says so far no one 
from the show has advised her 
not to come to New York on 
Sept. 25. 

The cancelation was a blow 
for the Atlanta woman who par- 
layed her knowledge on the 
War Between the States into 
$16,500 in winnings in eight ap- 
pearances on the show. She ap- 
peared five times in 1956 and 
three times last year. 

She said she was able to keep 
only $7,500 of that money be- 
cause the rest went to taxes.

“‘When Mr. Carline called he 
said, ‘I declare you will get a 
chance at the $64,000," she 
said. “ ‘We will get a challenger 
good enough to carry you to the 
limit.’ ”’ 

I asked if possibly they had 
lined up Teddy Nadler as her 
opponent and Mrs. Stenz said 
“Oh, my, no! I have no desire 
to meet him.”” What she meant 
was she felt his remarkable 
memory might give him a de- 
cided advantage.

REPLY: By using drugs that 
control pain, quiet the pancreas, 
and eliminate infection. Acute 
pancreatitis may be associated 
with shock, which requires blood 
transfusions and other intravenous 
fluids. Diet plays an important 
role in the treatment of chronic 
pancreatitis. In some instances, 
removal of the gall bladder is 
recommended to eliminate the 
source of infection. 

T. W. writes: How is skin can- 
cer caused by exposure to the 
sun. 

REPLY: The cause of cancer, 
including that of the skin, is not 
known. Since skin cancers are 
most common over exposed areas, 
sunlight is blamed. It may. be 
caused by the irritation or the 
rays produce certain chemicals 
in the skin, leading to malig-
